BALANCED RATION. 


Though the balanced-ration ideg 
may have been pushed too far by 
extremists, who reduced feeding 
problems to a basis of mathematica! 
quibbles, while failing to accord due 
weight to such important, practical 
points as succulence, a palatability 
ard wholesomeness, nevertheless, it 
bas a solid basis in fact. While no- 
body knows exactly what is a per- 
fectly-balanced ration for auy ani~ 
mai, while the needs of individuals 
differ, and while other factors enter 
to complicate the problem, swil 
there is no gainsaying that economy 
demands attention to the com- 
pounding of rations, to insure that 
they will contain not only a suffiel 
ent total amount of digestible nu- 
trients to leave 4 surplus cover 
maintenance, but that a reason in’ 
proportion of these nutrients shall 
consist of the indispensable ele 
ment protein, which enters ©9 
largely into the composition of 
blood, flesh and milk-solids. We 
have yet to hear of a cow making 
a great milk record, or of a herd 
yielding a high yearly average of 
milk, that was not fed a tole ably 
well-balanced ration.

A cat’s right to eat a canary has 
also been ruled on by the courts. 
In the case which now forms the 
precedent for the law of cats and 
canaries a cat belonging to one 
maiden woman jumped ‘through the 
open window of the house next 
deor, which belonged to another 
maiden woman, who didn’t like 
cats, but who loved canaries. . She 
kept half a dozen of the little yel- 
low birds and allowed them to fly 
freely about the house. The cat 
ate two before the mistress of the 
canaries came to the rescue, and, 
of course, a lawsuit followed. Law 
suits always do follow in England 
no matter how trifling the damage 
may have been. The decision jn 
this case was that as the cat was 
a wild animal, not—like: a dog--. 
veing amenable to discipline, and 
that as the canaries were not caged 
the cat was within her rights in eat 
ing the birds. The law seems a 
bit invelved in this decision, but the 
gist of it seems tu be that a cat may 
eat a canary if she catches it out 
of its cage. The courts have not 
heen called on yet to decide what 
would happen to a cat which burg 
lariously }-roke open a ease and ate 
ithe occupé nts.
